With every new year comes new responsibili¬ 
ties and new opportunities. This year, principal Jeff 
Hill and assistant principal Steve Wilder envisioned a 
whole new take on safety for U-High. 

“I was just trying to come up with a way to 
make the building more secure. There are a lot of 
schools that decided to lock all the doors in the build¬ 
ing except for one. We were looking for a way that is 
a little more easily accessible, especially for ISU stu¬ 
dents,” Wilder said. 

As the 2008 school year got underway, a new 
security system was installed and tested by the students 
and faculty. 

“The primary purpose of the system was to 
increase the security of the building which helps us to 
monitor the safety of everyone inside, not just students, 
but faculty, administration, parents, and everyone who 
may be in the building at the time,” Wilder said. 

The benefits were clear to Wilder as soon as 
the system was put into use. 

“The security system gave me a lot more con¬ 
fidence about being able to monitor the security of 
the building. Prior to this, the building has been open 
all the time and it makes me feel better being able 
to know who’s coming in the building. The people that 
need to be here get in, and the people that don t need 
to be here, don’t have access,” Wilder said. 

Sophomore Brian Tanaka said he feels the 
same sense of confidence in the system. 

“It makes me feel better knowing that at any 
given time the building is always locked securely for 
multiple reasons, such as people who have criminal 



intentions and are mentally distraught,” Tanaka said. 

Although the advantages of the security system 
were easily seen, there were some problems that were 
brought to Wilder’s attention. 

Sophomore Nick Paul said it’s frustrating 
because last year he could just walk in and this year he 
has to get out his card and swipe it. Half the time the 
card doesn’t work, so it’s even more frustrating for him. 
Paul said all he could do was wait for someone to open 
the door from the inside or walk to the other side of 
the building so he could get buzzed in from the office. 

Wilder said most people handle change okay 
but for others, it can be really difficult. 

“We’ve recently had one of our readers broken 
and I’m guessing it’s because a student got angry and 
was kicking it or hitting it so I imagine some students 
are experiencing some degree of frustration with the 
system,” Wilder said. 

Senior Robby Chambers had problems with the 

system from its unveiling. 

“I don’t like the way the security system affects 
my mornings because it clogs the doorways up at 8:00 
when everyone is trying to get into school at once,” 
Chambers said. 

With just a swipe of a card, one is granted 
access into the building. It may seem simple, but Wilder 
explains otherwise. 

“The actual set up for the system is pretty 
complicated which is why we have been working with 
it since last spring,” Wilder said. “Electronic locks are 
at almost every entrance and those are connected to 
software that is used in the office and allows faculty 
to lock and unlock or secure and open different doors. 
It also allows faculty to identify who is supposed to 
be here and who’s not so they can turn on access for 
students or even public groups that use our facility for 
whatever reason.”

“We have madrigal camp for 3 days during 
the summer from 8 am to 3 pm. Then once school starts 
we practiced 2 days a week from 3:1 5-5. Closer to 
the dinners we practice more. We worked every night 
that week from after school till about 6. Then there are 
a couple practices during Thanksgiving break, but it is 
totally worth the time.” Said junior Miriam Ball. 

Since madrigals is such a huge time commit¬ 
ment one might think that a person’s social life suffers. 
According to Sophomore George Seelinger this is not 
so. 

“Madrigals has brought me closer to the other 
Madrigals, but hasn’t affected the rest of my social life 
that much” He said.

“We direct each other through our body move¬ 
ments such as head nods or head movements” Miller 
said. 

The Chateau hosts this “party” every year. “1 
think The Chateau fits the mood since madrigal singing 
started in the sixteenth century, but other than that, I 
simply see it as a performance space we traditionally 
use every year.” Seelinger said. 

Parent volunteers set up the stage at the Cha¬ 
teau and they also are responsible for the upkeep of 
the costumes. According to Miller the costumes include 
real fur. 

“They are to make us look like they are really 
from that time period. If we were up on stage wear¬ 
ing jeans and nice shirts, the illusion wouldn’t work. The 
costumes really do make it look like a medieval party.” 
Ball said.

After a fantastic season, the Boys Swim team 
finished [ust short of their goal of a place in the top ten 
at state. 

“It would have been nice if we had shown up 
ready to swim at state. All season our goal was simply 
to score well at state and try to place top 1 0 but we 
didn’t come in with the right attitude and many people 
swam almost scared,” senior captain Jack McCarthy 
said. 

“I was very proud of our swimmers, they had a 
great season though they weren’t really prepared for 
state,” coach Michelle Meyer said. 

Though they boys didn’t quite meet their goals 
at state, U-high did have two swimmers place in their 
events. In the 500-yard Free, Junior Tyler Hines took 
7th place, while sophomore John Williamson also 
claimed 7th in the 200-yard Fly, 

“I was just ecstatic with my placing at state, 
though it would have been nice to see our relays do 
better,” Sophomore Tyler Hines said. 


Outside of state, the Boys Swim team was 
near indestructible. At intercity, the boys walked 
away with a win, in addition to a first in both 
Regionals and Sectionals, in addition to breaking 
numerous records. 

“This season we were much faster. We broke 
all three relay records and we had some solid chem¬ 
istry,” senior captain Sebastian Grobe said. 

It was obvious that the strength of the U-High 
squad ran deeper than simply practices and meets. 

“Our team was incredible. The friends I’ve 
made from swimming are so great. We’ve had such 
great times together, from actual meets, to practice, 
to pre-practice basketball, to the get-togethers out¬ 
side of swimming,” Grobe said. 

Even in the future, the prospects for the team 
look extremely high. Losing four seniors from the line, 
the expectations have been raised from this season. 

“I think that the U-High medley relay could 
go top 6; and in two years it definitely has the 
potential to be the best in the State. John, Christian, 
Tyler, and Cole are going to be powerhouse upper¬ 
classmen,” Grobe said. 

“The team next year will be fantastic,” 
McCarthy said. “All three of the returning classes 
have great swimmers who will do very well for 
themselves next year, I think they will lose a little bit 
of depth with losing four seniors, we will be a hard 
class to replace.”

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Estimates say that on Jan. 20th, 2009, two million 
people were in Washington D.C. waiting anx¬ 
iously for Barack H. Obama to be sworn in as the 
44th president of the United States of America.

I didn’t find 
out until later that there was an estimated two 
million people, but it was great to see such a huge 
crowd there all for the same reason. It was fantas¬ 
tic. It was an absolute dream come true." she said. 
She added that the most remarkable thing about 
that day was everyone trying to get as close as 
they could to the president-to-be. 




"There were celebrities singing at the Lincoln 
Memorial on the jumbotron screen, and there 
was scattered applause. But once in a while, there 
would be like a rive second shot of Obama sitting 
and watching or smiling, and the crowd would go 
ballistic, cheering and screaming." Tian said. 
At U-High, many teachers showed a live feed of 

the inauguration during class. 
"It was nice to watch the inauguration during 
class. Inaugurations don't happen every day, so 
I'm really glad the teachers showed this 
historic event," Senior Josh Phelan said 

about his Spanish IV class. 
In addition to watching the inaugura¬ 
tion, many teachers chose to utilize this 
epic historical event as a teaching tool 
to make abstract subjects applicable. 
According to the results of IDr. Carol 
Benson's AP Statistics class, the stu¬ 
dents of U-High voted Obama-Biden 
over McCain-Palin 62.1% to 37.9% with 
71.7% of the students picking the economy as the 
most important issue among five other current 
issues. These issues were the war in Iraq, health 
care, foreign policy, domestic affairs, and unem¬ 
ployment. 

Although senior Brittany Evans wasn't old enough 
to vote this year, she was still one of the school's

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U-High’s 2008-2009 student popu¬ 
lation consists of 620 students. 
These 620 students are made up of 
55 African Americans, 2 American 
Indians, 39 Asian/Pacific Islanders, 
16 Hispanics, 18 other multiracial 
and 490 Caucasians. 

These numbers prove that U-High 
has representatives from each 
minority group in its student body, 
but does that automatically make 
U-High a “diverse” school? Four 
U-High students and one foreign 
exchange student share their views 
on the matter. 

“1 think U-High is pretty diverse 
because there are many people from 
different countries and backgrounds. 
We also have a decent amount of for¬ 
eign exchange students,” sophomore 
Faiza Afsar Ali said. “Every day at 


school I see many groups of friends 
that are very diverse, and every kid 
has just as much opportunity as the 
next,” she adds. 

Although Ali is friends with many 
different people at school, she stays 
true to her roots at home. Ali’s family 
moved to the US in 1998 from a city 
called Chennai in the southern part 
of India. 

Although Ali’s family has lived here 
for 10 years, at home they still speak 
Urdu, which is a language close to 
Hindi and celebrate holidays like 
Eid and Ramadan. 

Junior Wivine Ngongo has had only 
good experiences from the level of 
diversity at U-High.

Like Ali and Ngongo, senior Chris¬ 
tine Do believes that minorities are 
well-represented at U-High. 

“There is a pretty big group of Asians 
here, which is nice. I also am part 
of a large Vietnamese community 
outside of school”, she said. 

Do adds that she has never experi¬ 
enced any discrimination at school 
or even outside of school. 

“At U-High I don’t think it matters 
what you look like. For the most 
part, everyone is okay with each 
other,” she said.

The Dow Jones falling 4000 points since August 2008 has sent 
the country into a downfall. Investors losing billions of dollars, 
houses being foreclosed around the United States, and huge 
corporations filing for bankruptcy, all of this has caused Con- 
qress to come up with stimulus and bailout plans. Unfortunately, 
these only benefit large-scale companies. 

Local restaurant Todino’s Pizza felt the crushing blow of the 
poor economy; closed on Dec. 31, 2008 after 5 years of ser¬ 
vice to Bloomington-Normal; owned by one of U-High’s very 
own, the Todino family. 

Senior Jake Todino and junior Drew Todino worked at the res¬ 
taurant located at 41 09 E Oakland Ave in Bloomington. The 
closing not only affected them but others that worked there in 
the summer. 

“Many of the employees were just part time high school and 
college students,’ Jake said. 

His mother Emily Todino agreed and added, “However even 
though they were only part time they still were very dependent 

on the job,^’Emily said. 

To offset the financial loss of the closing, the rest of the Todino 
family has full time jobs at State Farm and in Pontiac. 

For us it was just really a side job,” Jake said. 


“The restaurant getting sold would really help us out 
economically but also we are selling it as a turnkey 
for another business owner,” Emily said. 

To help sell the restaurant the family conducted 
renovation in 2006. A bar was put in along with 
revamping the main dining room, added more 
equipment to the kitchen, added five more TV’s, a 
large walk-in beverage cooler, a new buffet area, a 
waitress station, and wall partitions. 

The renovations did help the restaurant flourish. 

Social Science teacher, Andy Davis said that stores 
and restaurants have many options to help save 
themselves such as reducing staff, making a product 
for a lower price or advertising more. 

Davis believes that the small/local conglomerates 
are being taken over by big chains like Wal-Mart. 

“Even though those places are taking over business, 

I still think that family businesses are good because 
they are run by people of the community, and they 
really understand what other locals need,” Davis 
said. “They really have an invested interest in the 
happiness of others and they have a great local 
benefit.”
